He placed the interests of the Italian 
people before the interests of Fascismo 
and imsisted that the government of the 
country must be administered by those 
men who were qualified most highly to 
govern it. He had no use for “ jobbvery,” 
and he retained the best officials of the 
old régime despite the furious protests of 
some of his supporters. 
Naturally, this display of common-sense 
led to various dissensions within the ranks 
of Fascismo. Some of its members accused 
Signor Mussolini of having “gone” 
bourgeois and of planning to wreck the 
party for his own ends. “ Mussolinismo.” 
declared Signor Farimacci, Secretary-
